(54) RUBBING METHOD 
(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To uniform a display by a liquid crystal 
element by uniforming the orientation of liquid crystal 
molecules nearby the oriented film of the liquid crystal 
element. 

CONSTITUTION: The fiber 7 of the rubbing cloth 6 of a 
rubbing roller 4 is used and rubbed against a resin film 
on a glass substrate 3 at a high speed. Stiatic electricity 
generated by the friction at this time affects the 
uniformity of the orientation of the liqmd crystal element. 
A rod or foil type conductor 8 which contacts the fiber 7 
and a means 9 which short-circuits the conductor 8 and 
a rubbing table 1 electrically are provided to evade the 
generation of the static electricity. Consequently, the 
potential at the time of the rubbing of the fiber 7 is 
lowered to improve the display uniformity of the liquid crystal element. 
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
